The  strength 
of -the  force  was  90.000  men.  Including  one  Aus- 
tralian and  one  New  Zeai^d  division.  The  casu- 
alties in  killed  and  wounded,  according  to  the 
latest  eiUmates.  amount  to  3.000..  a remarkably 
•mall  figure  considering  that  in  the  fighting  the 
Imperial  Force  was  outnumbered  five  to  one 
These  figures  account  for  43.000  of  the  60.000  men 
sent  into  Greece.  The  fate  of  the  remaining 
13.000  doesjujl-sjapcar  to  be  known  at  this  titne. 
Many. of  these  were  engaKed  in  the  rearguard  ac- 
tions which /‘nabled  the  bulk  of  the-Mrce  to  be 
withdrawn  by  sea  It  is  puA^lble  that  some  at  least 
of  the  13.000  have  been  captured,  or  U may  be 
found  that  casualties  in  dead  and  wounded  are 
greater  than  now  estimated.  The  Germans  claim 
to  have  taken  6.000  prisoners.

That,  and  that  alone,  is  the  secret 
of  their  surcesses  up  to  date.  It  may  be  recalled 
that  Mr.  Winston  Churchill,  in  his  recent  broad- 
raai,  told  of  how,  presumably  because  of  the 
necessity  of  sending  troops  to  Greece,  those  left 
for  the  defence  of  Cirenaica  consisted  of  one  In 
faniry  dlvlslqa  and  a single  armored  brigade 
Than  he  said:  "The  Germans  advanced  sooner 
and  in  greater  strength  than  we  or  our  generals 
expected  " This  is  exactly  what  has  been  the  les- 
son of  this  .prar  throughout  all  its  stages  of  field 
operations  in  which  the  Germans  have  partici- 
pated To  use  ottea  more  a hackneyad  phrase; 
"They  never  send  a.  boy  on  a man's  errand." 

It  has  become  obvious  that  a large  Imperial 
Army,  far  larger  thkn  was  ever  anticipated,  will 
have  to  be  built  up  tn  the  Near  Cast.  U is  possi- 
ble that  a million  men.  with  aU  the  necessary 
mechanical  equipment,  and  an  air  force,  second 
only  in  strength  to  that  used  for  the  defence  of 
Britain,  wUl  have  to  support  this  army  The  Ger- 
mans are  only  at  the  beginning  of  their  operations 
In  the  Mediterranean  area.  They  would  gain  lltUe 
or  nothing  by  merMy  retaining  the  footholds  they 
have  won.  Their  objectives  will  be  control  of  the 
Dardanelles,  of  the^Uflelds  of  Irak  and  Iran,  of 
Palestine  to  secure  a gateway  lo  the  Sues  Canal, 
and  they  will  attempt,  too.  to  reach  that  vital 
arUry  of  commerce  and  strategic  value  by  a 
thrust  through  Egypt  from  Clrenoica.  These  are 
possibinriisHhat  can  only  be  safeguarded  against 
by  the  employment  df  large  bodies  of  men.  great 
mechanical  strength  and  dominating  aerial  power.
